However we can do mudi to protect 
oui'selves if we will only avail ounelvM of the 
means at hand. 

The flrst and most important step in its pre- 
ventiuiv is to avoid crowded houses and crowded 
trains afid see that doors and windows are open 
at all timis so we may get plenty of fresh air 
both day and night. 

Avoid coughing and sneezing as mneh as 
possible. Sprays from the respirator^^gans 
contain millions of the little germs or seeds of 
the disease. T!i' \ aio thrown in to the air and 
breathed by well people who beoome infeeted. 
If you must coujrli. oi- sneeze, cover your mouth 
and nose with a handkerchief or your hand and 
in this way help stop the spread of thi» deadly 
disease. 

Influenza vaccine: Yet not perfect ^ough 
proven of suilicionl value that every person 
should take it. It is harmless and when syringe 
and needle ;u c hoHcd and the seat of injection 
properly sterilized no harm can ocmw from its 
use. 

It 
is impossible to jrivo the people the service that 
the exi^'-ency doniands, therefore this condition 
makes it nioiv impei-ative that we use the 
aary measures of prevention.

Hal Served the Crittenden 
PibSc Many Tenrs and 
HM Many Friends 



Many hearts in this county 
were made sad last Friday 
when the news was fla.shed ov- 
er the wires that Harry A. 
iaynes was dead. Though it 
had been known for days that 
the end might come at any 
time, the shock was a severe 
one to the county. 

Harry A. Haynes was born 
m Marion on Dec. 6, 1865 and 
died in Ddand, Fa., Jan. SO, 
iO. He had .spent his entire 
ife in Marion until a few 
years ago, when on account of 
failing health he moved with 
his ffemily to Deland in search 
of a more salubrious climate. 

Being a strong man, mental- 
ly and physically he spent a 
ife of unremitting toil from 
lis early boyhood days until 
broken by disease he was forc- 
ed by disease to take the rest 
so long denied him. Working 
nut only for the beneflt of his 
family but for the betterment 
of his community, his country 
and his church. And in each 
plane that he worked he left 
an impress that will endure 
and follow him . 

Mr. Haynes was a descend- 
ant of one of the oldest and 
best families of Crittenden 
county, his grand father being 
the flrst sheriff of the county 
He married Miss Lizzie T. Ad- 
ams of Ohio, June 3, 1880 and 
raised a family of children that 
haver been an honor to liMlr 
father and the community. 

The children are: C. W., 
teicher of the Men's V Y Bi- 
ble Class of the Methwii.st Sun- 
day school and secretary of 
the Gugenheim Mining Co., of 
Marion; Milder, who married 
T. C. Bennett and who died 
some years ago; Heiiry. who 
after making an enviable suc- 
cess in the real estate and in- 
sitwice business at Marietta. 
Okie., died several years ago; 
Wilbur V . , now In the oil bus- 
iness at Tulsa, Okla ; Lizzie, 
who died in infancy; Ruth, 
who married H. r. Sanderson 
a proninent business man of 
Columbus, Ohio: and Mamie, 
now of Deland. Fla. 

Mr Hayne-s" public sarvice 
began as deputy clerk for W 
J. L. Hughes, and he was 
elected circuit clerk himself in 
1880 and held that ofRce con> 
tinuously until 1904. In 1902 
he became sccr'tarv of the 
Kentucky Fluor Spar Com- 
pany, which company he helped 
organise and, continued with 
that company until 1916, when 
he was compelled to quit act- 
ive business on account of his 
failing health. 

Mr. Haynes wa.-* one of the 
fl|rst trustees of the Marion 
Graded School, having taken 
an active part in its establish- 
ment. He was selected Iri'as- 
urer of the school board and 
continued as such and aa tmi* 
toe until 1916. 

Mr. Haynee was a member 
of the Masons and Knights of 
Pythias, and as in all things 
else in whiih he became inter- 
^«todv he did much for l)oth 
orders and was equally honor- 
ed by both, having beert elect- 
ed to the highest ofllces in 
both. 

At an early ixfo Mr Havnos 
united with fhe Methodist 
Church. South, and for many 
years was a mtmber of the 
iward of stewards and treasur 
er of that church During the 
manv struggles of that church 
in establishins itself in Marion 
hie wmi, MMtty and valuable 
eouiMl were an invaluabla 
hrfp.

The remains arrived in Ma- 
rion Monday morning, Feb. 2 
and were taken direct to the 
Methodist church where they 
lay in state until the hour of 
the funeral. Hundreds of 
friends and old acquaintances 
and the many floral offerings 
which filled the church bore 
witness to the high esteem in 
which Mr. Haynes was held 
by the entire community. The 
funeral services were conduct- 
ed at ten o'clock by Rev. H. 
R . Short, pastor of the church, 
assisted by Rev. H. V. Es- 
cott, pastor of the First Pres- 
l)yterian church and for a num- 
ber of years the nearest neigh- 
bor of the dMeised. 

Following the service the re- 
mains were laid to rest in the 
Keautiful Maple View Ceme- 
tery. The stewards of the 
Methodi.st and J. W. Blue and 
T J. Ya^ilL were the yril- 
bearers.

Country people often get dis- 
couraged at what they consider 
the narrow opportunities of the 
home town. They are ambi- 
tious, but they don't see any 
chance to expand. Many of 
them abandoning hope of ad-, 
vancement at home, go off to! 
city life. 

llet'ore giving in< in despair, 
.-m il |)eoiile should look around 
their own neighborhoods and 
see il' there is not some I'oi'ni of 
production they can take up and 
hnd a market for. 

A largo number of people> 
principally women, have found 
during the pa.st (rw years an 
enl;irgemcnt of oiiiiortunity by 
taking up home canning. For 
instance, one woman who went 
into this line of work had been 
running a small grocery store. 
She was ambitious for more 
business, but could not seem to 
get beyond a certain point, 
where .-he was limited by the 
size ol the village. 

It occurred to her to have in 
her store one of the demonstra- 
tions conducted by the home 
department of the state college. 
As a result she was led her.self 
to take up the work of canning 
and preserving. Th first year 
she did about ."lOD jars. They 
.sold readdv. The next vear 
which was 1918. she did liOOO 
jars of fruits and vegetables 
and began to make jellies. Her 
business for 1919 was apparent- 
ly larger. As she got not less 
than 30c a jar for fruits and 
vegetables, and as much as 60c 
for .some, also ,30c for eight 
ounces of jelly, it will be seen 
that her receijit.^ were very con- 
siderable. She is probably sav- 
ing more money today than 
many women who have what 
would be considered fine busi- 
ness positions in cities. 

The demand for work of this 
kind is practically unlimited. 
There is a constant shortage of 
foods. I'roducts put up in an 
appetizing way will always sell. 
Also it is a work that can be 
conducted wherever fruits and 
vegetables are grown. It is a 
very practical field for home en- 
terprise right here in Marion.

Dont tiy to 
raise a general mixture as is 
done on mo.st farms. There is 
Ml. thing to be gained by this 
method of poultry raising. Se- 
lect the kind you like best then 
stick to it. Breed from bloodet 
roo.sters. The chickens the flrst 
year will bring you a .satisfac 
tory return to say nothing ol" 
the .satisfaction in looks.
